De Gaulle Unanswered 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
At President Charles de Gaulle's now famous Ely see Palace 
press conference in Paris I was amazed how verbose he has become. 
I kept thinking to my self what a change this was from the old 
day s in london and Algiers, and wondered how many present re­ 
membered those times, and this difference, as he talked on and 
on. like a neighborhood Frenchman in a fnendly bistro, for nearly 


two hours. 
My seat was In the first row. only a few feet from the Presi­ 
dent. and as he spoke, or paused, y ou could nearly read his mind 
in his ey es. Earh touch of humor, too. showed there before he ga \e 
his answers in an easy , conversational tone. 
This of itself was strange, for l)e Gaulle 
partially blind (an undiscussed subject in the 
ex cept on public display is seldom seen with­ 
out ultra-thick glasses. 
This factor ex cluded, y ou hear it widely 
said abroad, especially among De Gaulle's 
hopeful enemies, that he may not run again 
in 
the November election because of his 
health. Rut from what I saw of his vigor and 
mental alertness, and certainly his relish in 
what he had to say , it seems to me this idea 
is absurd. 
“ Bis hundertunzwanzig” is a Jewish toast 
for a long life; Moses lived 120 y ears. De Gaulle — three times, 
and each time with a twinkle — practically offered the toast to 
himself as the session wore on. 
Age? He has privately reminded Andre Maurois and others of 
Adenauer's and Churchill's ages when still in harness. No, De Gaulle 
loves power. And he has an uncanny ability , even in the weakest 
of positions, to play off attacking groups (domestic or foreign), 
ruin their positions, and emerge unscathed and often e\en stronger. 
I think he'll try to stay in command as long as he's alive. 
Moreover, De Gaulle has not only failed to sponsor any suc­ 
cessor. he has made it painfully plain to every body in his party 
that the fastest road to oblivion under De Gaulle is to sound like a 
man who might succeed him. 
All France stops to watch television at this semi-annual meet­ 
ing of her President with the press and the whole of France s 
genius for beauty graces the affair. 
He comes in unattended ex cept by his cabinet, who flank him 
In orderly rows of chairs. They ’re all much y ounger; a very im­ 
pressive looking lot. In fact, De Gaulle is regarded as having the 
ablest cabinet in Europe. 
Instead of being fenced in by microphones. De Gaulle simply 
sits relax ed at a beautiful table in the magnificent room, without 
flags or presidential ensignia, and a single small microphone pipes 
him to the global circuits, with all the paraphernalia out of sight. 
Every thing fits his conversational tone; no notes, no documents, 
no reading, no prompting of any kind. He just talks and talks. He

A—This is a narrowing of the 
m itral valve, one of the large 
valves in the heart. It is usually 
caused by rheum atic fever or 
some other acute infectious dis­ 
eases.

through the partially closed valve, 
it (the heart) 
becomes enlarged 
and the victim becomes short of 
breath on exertion and tiros eas­ 
ily. Medical treatm ent which con­ 
sists of giving digitalis, a heart 
stimulant, and restricting exer­ 
cise is not very satisfactory. Op­ 
erations on the heart valves, per­ 
fected since World War II, offer 
the best hope of a cure.
